Hieais v..HpebopnolvDeptide comprises a dipahnitoyl hedgehog polypeptide. 

5. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 or 4, wherein the hydrophobically 
modified ^.^aehn.nolvDeptidemeaas is dipalmitoyl d^palmiteyl sonic hedgehog or dipalmitoyl 
indian hedgehog. 

6. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 or 4, wherein the seeded construct is 
contacted with the dipalmitoyl hedgehog polypeptide at a concentration of at least 500 ng/ml. 
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7 (Currently amended) The method of claim 6, wherein the seeded construct is contacted 
with th, dipalmitoyl eenie hedgehog .o^ymi^ at a concentration of between 500 and 1000

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(Previously presented) The method of claim 1 or 4, wherein the polymeric matrix is 
Elected from any of polyglycolid acid, collagen, dextran sulfate, polyanhydride, polyorthoester, 
hyaluronic acid-based polymers, and a glycosaminoglycan.
